Gun Battle at West Irviae Re-

Hutchinson turned his gun on 
Hardy and shot and instantly 
killed Nellie Hardy, sister of 
Henry Hardy, at the Hardy Tiome 
in West Iivine Monday. 

Hutchinson and Hardy had 
words Sunday night resulting 
from a charge made by ^lutchin- 
son that Hardy had circulated 
false reports about a young wo- < 
man with t\honi Hutchinson was 
keeping company. 

Monday morning Hutchinson 
went to the field where Hardy 
wa:^ at work and the quarrel was 
renewed. Hutchingson, accord- 
ing to Hardy, reached for his gun 
and Hardy said: "You are armed 
and I am not." 

"Well, get your gun," Hardy 
says Hutchinson suggested. 

Hardy went into the house and 
ilutchmson is said to have fol- 
Kjwcd him into the yard. Hardy 
went out on the ])orch of his 
home with a shot gun and his sis- 
ter followed him with the baby 
girl of a neigiibor in her arms. 

When Hardy went out on the 
porch he charges that Hutchin- 
son reached again for his..^un 
and Hardy fired, the bulk of the 
load taking' tfiect in Hutchinson's 
abdomen. Hutchinson fell to the 
ground and, drawing his gun, fir- 
ed twice. One bullet pierced the 
temple of Miss Hardy and she' 
fell dead, the baby rolling from 
her arms. Hutchinson died be- 
fore Hardy reached him. Hutch- 
inson was a cousin of the Har- 
dys.
